Peter T. Schoemann, has ad- 
vised this office that the House 
of Representatives, on April 27 
passed, by a vote of 388 to 19 
(with 28 not voting), the multi- 
billion dollar Highway Con- 
struction bill. This is of special! 
importance to building trades- 
men, as this bill contains the 
protection of the Davis-Bacon 
Act prevailing wage provision 

The passage of this bill is, in 
a way, a triple victory for 
building tradesmen. 

First, the passage of the piil 
means that soon, building 
tradesmen, as part of the gen- 
eral public, will benefit from 
improved roads. 


Second, the passage of the 
road construction bill will 
mean about 151,000 more jobs! 


each year for building and con- 
struction tradesmen.
